* * the 14. day of Auguſt, 1 68 5, The Lords thereof, tor the Encouragement ot ManufaQories, did 
give full Power and Warrand to the undertakers-rherein, or thoſe to be Intruſted by them, to ſeize on all Forraign Cloth, 
and Searges, &c, Impo!ted within this Kingdom, contrary to Law; and did thereby ſtrialy Prohibit , and Diſcharge all 
Perſons whatſomever, either by Collufion, or otherways, to Import, or Traffique within this Kingdom, concerning the Con- 
veying, Ven4ing, or Selling any Forraign Woollen Clock, and others atorſa:d, within the ſame, under the Pains and Pe- 


nalties made thereagainſt: An4 likewiſe, did thereby Diſcharge the wearing of all Woollen Cloth , and Searges, &c, Ex- 
cept that which is Native, nader the pain of 500, Merks Scors Money, tor each Tranſgreſfion, The Perſons challenged being 
always obliged to declare upon Oath, f:om whom they hadany ot the ſaids Prohibit Goods : And likewiſe, We, by Our 
Royal Proclamation, of the dare, the 16, day of Seprember, 1 686. By advice of Our Piivy Council,did Revive and Renew 
all Laws made in Favours of ManutaQories, Prohibiting, and Ditcharging the Impo:ting. or Wearing what is thcreby pro- 
hibited, And did Requie and Command the ſamen to be pitt in due and vigorous Execution, every manner of way , as is 
thereby preſcribed, and did thereby Prohibit and Diſcharge the Importing or Wearing of all Ene/iſþ-Clothz as alſo the 
wearing of all Stuffs, or prohibited Cloths, abroad, or in the Stieers, under the pretence of Night- Gowns, or Nights 
Dreſſes, under the Pains contained in Our Proclamation, and Acts of Patliam:nt. Notwiriiſtanding of which Acts, tending 
ſo much to the advancement of Yanufactories, within this Kingdom, and thereby to the g:n-ral advantage of the Nation, The 
Merchants, and others have Imported great Quantities of Prohivit Forraizn Cloths, and Stuffs, ro the great diſcouragement 
of the (aid VianutiRories; the conſiderable loſs and prejudice of the #ingdom, 2nd minteſt breach, and contempt of rhe 
Laws, which We underſtand co proceed from the not putting of the ſails Laws to Cuz Execution againſt the Contraveeners: 
Therefore, We, with advice of Our Council of Trade, do hereby Revive aad renew all the faids Laws , and other Ads of 
Parliament, and Council, for the Encouragement of Manufactories, in all the H-acs and Atticles thereof, And Ordain, that 
all who have Imported any ſuch Forraign Cloths, or Stuffs, be proceeded againſt, betore Our Council] of Trade, conform 
to the tenor of the ſaids \Rs. An! turther, for the Encouragemen: of the Cloth-Manu#zRorie already (ct up, and all thoſe 
that in time coming, ſhall be ſer up within this Kingdom, We, with advice foreſaid, do ſtrictly Prohibit and Diicharge all 
manner of Perſons whatiomever,to buy any Forraign Cloth, Searges, Cairſeys, Freizes and mili'd D: ogats,all made of Wool, in time 
coming,or to make any Wearing Cloths thereof, in caſe they have any ot the (aids Cloths or Stuffs by them already,under the pain 
of 500, merks Scots, And to the «effect, that no man may pretend Ignorance, whether Cloth be Forraign, or Native, We for 
diſtinguiſhing of the ſam:n, do Ordain all ManufaRories of Cloth, ro have a Seal, which ſhall be put upon- every Piece of 
Cloth, made therein, under the pain of Confiscation of the famen; And thar all other Perſons, making Cloth above the 
Price of three Pounds Scot', ſha}l have the Seal of the adjacent Town, appended theret>, ander the Penalty abovye-written, 
and the Magiſtrats of each Burgh, are hereby Ordained to appen-i the ſamen, upon their making Paith, thar the ſaid Cloth 
was made within the Kingdom, For appending of which Seal, the Preſeagers 0! the Cia are to pay two ſhilling Scots tor 
ilk Piece, And in regard the Tailors have generally been the greateſt Traffiquers, in-Buying. and Selling the foreſaid pro- 
hibic Goods 3 _Theretore, We do hereby prohibit all Tailars, to Buy, or make any of the toreſaids prohib:ite Goods, under 
the Pain of 29, 1:b, Scits for ilk Tranſgreflion, mores quoties, Anda: Our Plegfure herein may be known, OUR W'LL 
IS, and We Charge you ſtritiy, and Command, that incontinent theſ* Oar Lefrers ſeen ye paſs ro the Mercat-Cro's of 
Edinburgh, and all.other Places needfull, and there in Our Royal Name, and uthoricy, by open Proclamation, make 
publication of Our Pleaſure in the Premiſles, that punRual obedience. may b- oivVen thereto, and none prer-nd lonorance.
